“THE, HONG KONG DAIRY SUPPLY. Co., Ltd., is utterly in- 
volvent and has held on to the property in a desperate 
attempt to keep itself alive,” declared Mr. Eldon Potter, 
K.C., at the Supreme Court this morning, before Sir 
Atholl MacGregor, when he appeared for Mr. G. E. 
Ahwee, of the Kowloon Dairy, against the Hong Kong 


Dairy Supply Company, Ltd. 


Mr. Potter and Mr. H.C: Macnar- 
mara, instructed by Mr. C. C. Blake, 
of Wilkinson and Grist, are for the 
plaintiffs and defendants are repre- 
sented by the Hon. Mr. Leo d’Almada 
jr. 

The plaintiff claims damages for 
breach of contract, possession of the 
Kowloon Dairy Farm, mesne_ profits 
from May 31, and an injunction to 
restrain defendants from using the 
trade name and mark of the Kow- 
Yoon Dairy. 

.Defendants counterclaim for dam- 
ages for misconduct by the plaintiff 
during the service agreement. 

Mr. Potter said that plaintiff was 
the proprietor of the Kowloon Dairy, 
an old and well-established concern 
since 1902. He had taken over from 
his father in 1921. 

' “CONFLICTING EVIDENCE” 

When parties are at loggerheads 
and can come to no possible agree- 
ment, serious conflicting evidence may 
be expected, but Mr. Potter sald he 
was certain he could prove his case 
up to the hilt, and establish that at 
all material times, defendant com- 
pany was insolvent. 

In November, 1938, defendants 
agreed to purchase the Kowloon Dairy 
as a going concern for $20,000 to be 
paid in debentures, to ptrchase all 
cattle at $450 a head, to pay for the 
lease and rent of the land at $800 
per month, and later at $1,000, and 
to enter into a. service agreement 
with plaintiff, as manager of the farm 
at $500 a month, plus commission on 
sale of cattle and produce and pro- 
viding for an increase of 50 per cent. 
on salary if the herd amounted to 
over 500 head. 

An ugreement was drawn up and 
signed and was to come Into force 
on November 1, 1938. 

That is, said Mr. Potter, defendant 
company entered into possession of 
the farm before the plaintiff got a 
farthing! ; 

... DEBENTURES NOT. ISSUED. __... 

The debentures were not {ssued, and 
all plaintiff had received to date was 
$500 as sulary and rents to February 
this year. The rent for March, April 
and May was paid on June 21. No- 
thing else had been received. De- 
fendants had occupation of the farm 
and put into their own coffers every- 
thing it produced. 

This case marked a chapter in the 
history of broken promises, and |. it 
was necessary to go over the events 
leading. to the action. 

Plaintiff! had a mortgage with the 
Chase Bank for $30,000. The bank 
desired it to be paid off. The Hong 
Kong Bank agreed to issue a new 
mortgage for $36,000 and the interest 
due was to be paid by defendant 
company to the Chase Bank. 

The interest due was only $1,500, 
which defendant had promised to pay, 
but failed to do.. Either they deliber- 
ately failed to do go, or they were 
not financially able. 

Defendant was called upon by the 
Bank in April and was unable to meet 
the debt.

DEATH PENALTY | 
“HIGH TREASON” 


London, To-day. 


WHILE BRITISH LISTENERS continue to find a mea- 
sure of entertainment in news bulletins and talks 
broadcast from Germany, the Nazi authorities -have. 
drastically taken a ban forbidding Germans to listen 


to foreign broadcasts. 


Preceded by a series of notices promising “very interest- 
ing broadcasts,” a special decree was announced last 
night giving a warning against listening not only to 
enemy but to neutral stations. 


The ban applies alike to the gen- 
eral public, to members | of Ger- 
many’s armed forces, to members 
and officials of the Nazi party and to 
neutrals living in the Reich, who 
may not listen to broadcasts from 
their own country. 

Last night's warning, delivered by 
Doctor Schirner, included the fol- 
lowing passage: “It has been found 
that enemies of the state have ac- 
tually clubbed together for Hsten- 
ing. 

HIGH TREASON 


“This crime cannot be treated as 
otherwise than high treason. The 
penalty is death. 

“No excuse of any sort will be ac- 
cepted. Enemies of the people must 
be isolated and liquidated as quick- 
ly and as firmly as possible. 

“The danger to the people result- 
ing from such crimes Is_ s0 grave 
that no penalty would appear too 
severe. 

“Sentence of death will be passed 
in cases where a person passes on 
foreign broadcast news or invites 
other persons to listen in to foreign 
broadcasts.” 

ANXIETY FELT 

The decree is regarded as an im- 
pressive indication of the anxiety 
felt by the Nazi leaders lest the un- 
favourable development of world 
opinion toward Germany should be- 
come . known to .their. people 


It also underlines the determina- 
tion to withhold as far as possible 
from the German people the - trend 
of events within the country itself as 
they present themselves to neutral 
countries. —British Wireles _Wireless.

“Fancy taxes” of these different 
varieties cannot thus be relied upon 
for more than a.very moderate con- 
tribution. Some money—but, again, 
in all probability only a moderate 
amount~can be expected to be avail- 
able from the profits of the various 
forms of trading in which the indus- 
trial and commodity controls are en- 
gaging. But there is no escaping the 
basic fact that, if substantially more 
money is to be raised in taxation, the 
burden will have to be laid on the 
ordinary unexceptional citizen.. How 
could it be otherwise, since the ma- 
jor economic necessity of wartime is, 
by universal consent, to reduce the 
consumption of the general public? 
Let us therefore abandon the search 
for ingenious taxes that somebody 
else can be,made to pay and ask what 
we ourselves can pay. 

The first resort is inevitably to the 
income tax. Can the standard rate be 
raised above 7s. 6d. in the £2 The 
answer is that the standard rate, al- 
ways deceptive, has become positively 
misleading. There is only one sort of 
income to which the standard rate 
sang phrase applies, and that is com- 
panies’ allocations to reserve.

hard fact: Germany entered ne war the sick man of 


Europe. 


Six years of Nazi rule have made Germany the most 
disease-ridden country in Europe; and the younger genera- 
tion, which is said to be fanatically pro-Hitler, are smother- 
ing the gnawing pains of disease and hunger in alcohol and 


sex. 

Six months ago, writes a correspon- 
dent, I talked in a London hotel with 
a woman en route from Switzerland 
to America. She told me how Dr. 
Martin Gumpert, famous head of the 
Berlin City Dispensary for Deformity 
Diseases and a-victim of Nazi Jew- 
baiting, had escaped, how he had sa- 
crificed his personal property to get 
out of Germany official records of 
German public health and vital sta- 
tistics. 

Under Hitler the teetotaller, the 
consumption of alcohol was doubled. 
Under Hitler the purist, venereal in- 
fection in the Nazi Army has more 
than doubled. 

The reasons are being set out in full 
in Dr. Gumpert’s forthcoming book, 
“Heil, Hunger!” 


DISEASE TOLL 


In 1933, there were 79,830 scarlet 
fever cases; in 1937, 117,544. In 1933 
there were 77,340 diphtheria cases; in 
1937, 146,733. Dysentery, a disease of 
filth, has jumped 300 per cent. The 
mortality rate has risen by 80,000 per 
year, and strikes e&pecially at the age- 
groups one to 15 and 20 to 45.

It is reliably learned that 
Dr. Clodius, the Chief of the 
Economic Section of the Ger- 
man Foreign Office, is des- 
perately attempting to se- 
cure from Italy the rolling 
stock so badly needed by the

ready made similar efforts, in vain, 
tn Belgium, Holland and Rumania.

The only materials avallable 
are obsolete vapour engines as 
most of the Itallan railways are 
electrified. 

ITALIAN INTEREST 

Furthermore, Germany is unable to 
pay Italy in currency and is offering. 
only goods in exchange. Italy is 
especially interested in German coal, 
and {t will be recalled that before the 
war she took 7,000,000 tons from Ger- 
many, mainly transported by sea. 

It is precisely the shortage of Ger- 
man rolling stock which prevents con- 
sideration of a barter arrangement 
on a coal for rolling stock basis as the 
transport of such enormous quantities 
of coal to pay for Italian railway cars 
and engines would defeat its only 
purpose.. —Havos,
